SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Hustler October 1997\s classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Hustler October 1997 is a 166 page magazine. This publication tends to promote and 
support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. It also promotes and 
supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. The major focus is on 
females as sexual objects for male arousal. A substantial number of advertisements 
emphasise the youth of females, their sexually immature physiques, their girlish 
qualities, attire and hairstyles. The text refers to females being barely old enough for 
sexual activity to be legal, to their virginity and sexual inexperience. 

A male is depicted watching a female urinating and describes being aroused by this 
before engaging in sexual activity with her. A female describes how she watches a 
male urinating, is sexually aroused and then engages in sexual activity with him. 
Several advertisements for sexual services present images which involve or appear to 
involve urination. 

Consideration has been given to the applicability of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 (NZBR Act). However this publication tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, and promotes and supports the use 
of urine in association with sexual conduct, and therefore is deemed objectionable 
under s3(2)(a) and s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993 (FVPC Act) respectively. Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act overrides si4 of the 
NZBR Act because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is 
consistent with the rights and freedoms of expression set out in that section of the 
NZBR Act. 
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
